RCMP officer is not expected 
to survive St. Albert shooting 



The Apex Casino in St. Albert honoured RCMP members Sunday after two officers were shot Saturday 
morning while responding to a stolen vehicle call, leah holoiday/metro 


Suspect had lengthy 
criminal history. RCMP 
to launch an in-depth

The RCMP officer who was shot 
in the head at close range Satur¬ 
day, while tiying to arrest a sus¬ 
pect, is not expected to survive 
his injuries, Alberta RCMP say. 

Const. David Wynn and 
Auxiliary Const. Derek Bond 
were the two St. Albert officers 
who responded to reports of a 
stolen vehicle early Saturday 
morning at the Apex Casino. 

After locating the 34-year- 
old suspect, Shawn Maxwell 
Rehn, both officers were shot 
as they attempted to arrest 
him. 

Bond suffered a bullet 
wound to his torso and arm, 
while Wynn was shot in the 
head immediately after. 

The short yet violent alterca¬ 
tion happened within a matter 


of seconds, said Asst. Commis¬ 
sioner Marlin Degrand. 

The entire incident has 


prompted the RCMP to undergo 
an analysis on how Rehn was 
able to be in the community. 


According to RCMP commis¬ 
sioner Bob Paulson, it’s hard to 
understand how the Edmonton 


man was out in public, consid¬ 
ering his extensive histoiy of 
violence. 

“Many of us would be sur¬ 
prised to have an individual 
facing the accusations that he 
was facing, having the criminal 
record that he did have, having 
the unresolved issues that he 
did have, in the community,” 
he said. 

Rehn had a series of gun- 
related charges and conditions, 
including one that forbid pos¬ 
sessing a firearm for life. 

“We need to have a full 
understanding of what is an in¬ 
credibly complex criminal his¬ 
tory,” Paulson said. 

“He was veiy, very active 
right up to the moment he shot 
our officers.” 

Stakeholders at all levels 
of the criminal justice system 
should conduct an in-depth re¬ 
view of Rehn’s histoiy, Paulson 
added, since this incident re¬ 
flects on the system as a whole. 

“As we’ve done in other 
incidents where we’ve had to 
come to an understanding and 
provide an account to Canada’s 
on our actions and our options, 


we’re prepared to do that,” he 
said. 

Both officers were unaware 
of Rehn’s histoiy, Paulson said, 
when they went to make the 
arrest. 

Deputy Commissioner Mari¬ 
anne Ryan said while Wynn 
has not regained consciousness 
in more than a day, Bond has 
been released from hospital, 
but will remain under observa¬ 
tion. 

“I want to emphasize this 
is not a case of an officer being 
grazed by a bullet. The bullet 
narrowly missed vital organs 
and could have inflicted much 
more serious injuries to Aux- 
iliaiy Const. Bonds,” said Ryan. 

After the incident at the ca¬ 
sino, Rehn reportedly left with 
the stolen car. Police located 
him a short time later at a rural 
residence outside St. Albert. His 
body was discovered inside the 
home shortly after police had 
contained the area. RCMP had 
no contact with Rehn before 
his death. 

An autopsy is scheduled for 
Monday to determine cause of 
death.

The shooting of an 
auxiliaiy RCMP officer 
in Alberta on Saturday is 
raising questions about 
whether more could be 
done to protect the safety 
of such officers who don’t 
cany firearms. 

Auxiliaiy Const. Derek 
Walter Bond, 49, was shot 
in the arm and torso when 
he and a regular RCMP 
officer — Const. David 
Matthew Wynn — walked 
into a casino just north 
of Edmonton while on a 
routine investigation. 

Bond was released 
from hospital on Saturday 
evening, while Wynn 
remains in grave condition 
and police said he was not 
expected to survive a gun¬ 
shot wound to the head. 

As an auxiliaiy officer, 
Bond did not carry a gun, 
though normally auxiliaiy 
officers carry pepper spray 
and a baton. The dramatic 
events that unfolded in 
the community of St. 
Albert on Saturday are 
thrusting the role of such 
officers into the spotlight. 
Rob Creasser, spokesman 
for the Mounted Police 
Professional Association 
of Canada, said there’s 
good reason why auxiliaiy 
officers do not cariy guns. 
“They don’t have near the 
training that a regular 
member does,” he said. 

He said auxiliaiy of¬ 
ficers are civilians who 
volunteer part-time to do 
jobs that free up regular 
police officers, such as 
traffic control. They also 
ride along with officers, 
as long as they’re under 
the direct supervision of 
a regular member of the 
RCMP.

pected to survive. Members 
of the St. Albert Public School 
board said the resource officer 
was a big part of their com¬ 
munity. 

District board chair Cheiyl 
Dumont said she knew Wynn 
through his work with the 
drug prevention program 
D.A.R.E at Keenooshayo Ele- 
mentaiy for the last five years. 

“He was always a big, good- 
natured man who loved kids 
and he loved doing this par¬ 
ticular program and being a 
resource officer. He thought 


it was a very important thing 
to do for our community,” she 
said. 

Dumont said students 
loved Wynn and his presence 
at school. 

“It’s an officer you can say 
‘Hello’ to throughout your 
time in St. Albert as a child or 
as an adult,” she said. “We feel 
veiy fortunate that we have 
resource officers like Const. 
Wynn that enjoy working with 
our kids and teaching them 
important things, things that 
they can discuss around the 


dinner table.” 

Grief counsellors will be on 
hand Monday for Keenooshayo 
students and staff who may be 
struggling with the shooting. 

“We’re a pretty close-knit 
community, St. Albert in gen¬ 
eral, but certainly inside our 
schools,” Dumont said. “This 
whole incident has had a huge 
impact on all of our staff and 
students.” 

Members from Bridgewater 
Police Services in Nova Scotia 
also recognized Wynn Sunday, 
where he had once worked as 
a paramedic. 

“For many years, we 
worked side by side with him 
in his former career as an EHS 
paramedic in Bridgewater. 
When he made the decision 
to switch careers and join the 
RCMP, we supported him,” 
said the police service in a re¬ 
lease.

Builders will have 
to live up to green 
standards 


The city is getting ready to 


put the for-sale sign out on 
the Blatchford redevelop¬ 
ment project. 

In a report going to coun¬ 
cil Tuesday, city adminis¬ 
tration said they intend 
to have lots up for sale to 
home builders by June 2015 
and they’re optimistic buy¬ 
ers will flock to the site. 

“With the amount of ex¬ 
posure and coverage that 
we have got from a wide 


range of sources over the 
last little while, we actually 
have had a pretty encour¬ 
aging number of people 
cold-calling us,” said Mark 
Hall, the project’s executive 
director. 

Hall said many builders 
have been calling the city 
wanting to find out more 
about the development. 

“They’re curious about 
our timing and when we ex¬ 


pect to be going out to the 
market looking for partners 
to build,” he said. 

The city is planning to 
ensure that any buildings 
on the site live up to the en¬ 
vironmental objectives the 
city wants to achieve. 

The sales agreements are 
all expected to have those 
provisions. 

He said they also intend 
to make sure the project’s 


lots can be sold to large and 
small builders, who might 
be able to take on more 
risks. 

“Our goal will be to get 
that mix, because we know 
it will be important to drive 
that innovation.” 

The city hopes builders 
can be on site building by 
2016, with the first resi¬ 
dents moving into the com¬ 
munity later that year.

Oil troubles. 

Prentice 

S reaches 
elicits to 
solve crisis 

Premier Jim Prentice says low 
oil prices have put Alberta’s 
economy on a razor’s edge 
and the province needs to 
embrace budget deficits to 
avoid disaster. 

“We are actually warned 
by economists that to tiy to 
deal with this too quickly 
could actually trip the 
province into a recession 
and make matters worse,” 
Prentice told reporters Friday 
in a conference call from 
Houston. 

Prentice has previously 
promised financially con¬ 
servative budgets and deficit 
avoidance. 

But as the price of oil has 
continued to fall below $50 US 
a barrel, he said earlier week 
that it’s time to discuss tax 
reform and even a sales tax. 

Last week, the premier 
said Alberta expects to run a 
$500-million deficit this fiscal 
year and that long-term oil 
price projections predict Al¬ 
berta will be in budget deficit 
until 2018. 

He estimates revenues will 
drop by $11 billion over the 
next two fiscal years. 

He also sent his clearest 
signal to date that he will call 
a spring election. 

“I intend to make sure that 
the public supports what I’m 
doing and I intend to make 
sure that I have clear mandate 
from the people to do this,” he

Officials at cash-strapped 
Mount Royal University are 
saying little about the circum¬ 
stances that saw one of their 
executives accrue more than a 
quarter-million dollars in perks 
despite working at the Calgaiy 
institution for a little more 
than two years. 

The $267,000 in cash bene¬ 
fits netted by former vice- 
president of university advan¬ 
cement, Hope Henderson, 
came on top of her base pay of 
$159,000 and another $5,000 
in non-cash benefits, according 
to financial documents for the 
year ending June 30, 2014, that 
were recently published. 

Her $431,000 in total earn¬ 
ings put her ahead of univer¬ 
sity President David Docherty 
($401,000) and were awarded 
despite her working only 9.5 
months of the 2014 fiscal year. 

The circumstances around 
Henderson’s departure from 
the school were not addressed 
by Mount Royal officials over 
three days of questioning via 
email by Metro. 

A joint statement from 
Docherty and the institution’s 
board of governors chairman, 
Biyan Pinne, that was provided

to Metro Friday afternoon after 
questions were first raised Wed¬ 
nesday morning, reads, “details 
of employment contracts for 
executives and employees of 
Mount Royal constitute person¬ 
al information and as such are 
considered strictly confidential.” 

But there was little doubt 
in the mind of Scott Hennig, 
acting Alberta director of the 
Canadian Taxpayers Federa¬ 
tion, that Henderson’s earnings 
came as a direct result of a sev¬ 
erance clause in her contract. 
He said the payout was another 
example of a “disturbing trend” 
of exorbitant offerings for pub¬ 
lic-sector executives. 

“It seems to me that they 
signed a (one-year’s pay) sever¬ 
ance, and that’s crazy,” he said.

While the fire at Edmon¬ 
ton’s Roxy Theatre at first 
appeared to be the cur¬ 
tain call for a new produc¬ 
tion, the show got another 
chance in the spotlight Sun¬ 
day night. 

Cheerleader!, a produc¬ 
tion from Human Loser the¬ 
atre, was set to have its first 
preview performance at 
the Roxy on Tuesday even¬ 
ing, but the historic build¬ 
ing was reduced to ash in a 
blaze earlier that morning. 

Morgan Smith, the 
show’s playwright and pro¬ 


ducer, was working her 
day job as a news reporter 
with 630 CHED when she 
first heard fire department 
dispatching trucks over the 
radio. 

“I went into a little bit 
of shock,” she said. “I knew 
there was no hope. I had 
been listening to the scan¬ 
ner and with experience 
knew it was a bad fire.” 

With their sets and cos¬ 
tumes destroyed, the com¬ 
pany staged a stripped- 
down version of the play 
Sunday night at the Timm’s 
Centre for the Arts at the 
University of Alberta. 

“They suffered a great 
loss,” said Kathleen Weiss, 
chairwoman of the school’s 
drama department in a re¬ 
lease. “We wanted to offer 
support.” 

The company charged 
$20 at the door for the read¬ 
ing and hoped to use the 
funds to reboot the produc¬ 
tion. 

Smith said the set for the 


production was beautiful 
and she is disappointed it 
won’t be seen. 

“It was just the most 
amazing set I had ever 
been on outside of theatre 
school,” she said. 

She said despite the dev¬ 
astating setback, the cast is 
really excited to bring the 
show back to the stage. 

“It has given us an oppor¬ 
tunity to create bigger and 
better plans for the show.”

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Language. Quebec rejects 
calls to do more for Anglos 


The Quebec government has 
rejected a renewed call by 
Canada’s official languages 
commissioner that it create an 
office of anglophone affairs to 
better serve the province’s lin¬ 
guistic minority. 

Graham Fraser told The 
Canadian Press he met with the 
three Liberal anglophone mem¬ 
bers of the legislature and said 
there was “no indication” the 
governing party would create 
a body dedicated to Quebec’s 
600,000 anglophones. 

The government’s reaction 
is not a surprise to community 
groups in Quebec who often 
complain the Liberal govern¬ 
ment’s rhetoric about the 
province’s anglophones doesn’t 
match its actions. 

The Liberals publicly ac¬ 
knowledge the importance of 
the province’s English speakers 
— as opposed to their predeces¬ 
sors who were, at times, openly 
hostile to Quebec’s largest lin¬ 
guistic minority. 

But members of Quebec’s 
anglophone minority say lo¬ 
cal control over institutions at 
the heart of their community 
is slowly eroding, as is their 
influence over public policy — 



regardless of the government 
in power. 

“The English community 
has a problem with succes¬ 
sive governments,” Fraser said. 
“They tend to be taken for 
granted whoever the govern¬ 
ment is. As a result, they have 
limited clout with Quebec City.” 

The Liberal government says 
its three anglophones MNAs — 
Immigration Minister Kathleen 
Weil, Native Affairs Minister 
Geoffrey Kelley and David Bim- 
baum, parliamentaiy assistant 
to Premier Philippe Couillard 
— sufficiently represent Que¬ 
bec’s English community.

Dozens of Palestinian protest¬ 
ers hurled eggs and shoes at 
the convoy of the visiting Can¬ 
adian foreign minister Sunday 
in a show of defiance toward 
Canada’s perceived pro-Israel 
stance. 

John Baird was visiting 
Ramallah to meet Palestinian 
Foreign Minister Riad Malki 
when demonstrators pelted his 
convoy. Baird shrugged off the 
incident. “I was in Mike Harris’ 
cabinet for four years. I got a lot 
worse,” Baird he said afterward, 
referring to Harris’s Progressive 
Conservative government in 
Ontario. 

The Palestinian protesters 
also held signs reading: “Baird, 
you are not welcome in Pales¬ 


tine” and “Baird, Jerusalem is 
our capital.” 

“We take a strong position 
supporting the only liberal 
and democratic state in the re¬ 
gion,” Baird said. “We take the 
view that (in) a peace process, 
progress is best made at the ne¬ 
gotiating table and not through 


unilateral actions on the other 
side. We’re proud of that pos¬ 
ition, we believe it’s the best 
one and don’t apologize for it.” 

Activists from Palestinian 
President Mahmoud Abbas’ Fa¬ 
tah party earlier had called for 
a boycott of Baird because of 
Canada’s Middle East policies. 


Canada's pro-Israel stance 


Canada has been one of only 
a few Western countries to 
stand by Israel as it has come 
under international criticism 
over deadlocked negotia¬ 
tions with the Palestinians, 
the recent Gaza war and its 
settlement building. 


• Canada also opposes the 
Palestinians’ unilateral at¬ 
tempts to reach statehood 
as well as its recent bid to 
pursue war crime charges 
against Israel at the Inter¬ 
national Criminal Court. 


“This person backs up the 
Zionist movement,” protester 
Abdullah Abu-Rahmeh said. 
“This person diminishes the 
rights of our people, takes part 
and backs up building of settle¬ 
ments. We tell him that he’s 
not welcome.”

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Fighting. Ukraine leader 
vows to reassert control 


Ukraine’s president vowed 
Sunday to reassert govern¬ 
ment control over eastern re¬ 
gions as the army unleashed 
a counter-offensive against 
Russian-backed separatist 
fighters vying for command 
over the airport in the city of 
Donetsk. 

The separatist stronghold 
was shaken by intense out¬ 
going and incoming artillery 
fire over the weekend as a bit¬ 
ter battle rages for the air ter¬ 
minal and surrounding areas. 

Streets in Donetsk, which 
was home to 1 million people 


before unrest erupted in 
spring, were completely de¬ 
serted Sunday and the win¬ 
dows of apartments in the 
centre were rattled by inces¬ 
sant rocket and mortar fire. 

The warring sides ex¬ 
changed rocket fire along 
several points in the roughly 
350-lcilometre front line. 

Regional authorities loyal 
to the government said two 
children, aged 7 and 16, were 
killed when a rebel shell hit 
their home in Vuhlehirsk, a 
town 75 kilometres northeast 
of Donetsk, the associated press

suspects, hold 9 

French police have 
released three female 
suspects from questioning, 
but will keep nine other 
people in custody as part 
of an anti-terror investi¬ 
gation connected to last 
week’s attacks in Paris that 
have put Europe on high 
alert, officials said Sunday. 


Amid the heightened 
European vigilance, a 
far-right rally in Germany 
planned for Monday was 
cancelled over a terrorism 
threat. 

Italy said it had 
expelled nine suspected 
jihadis since late Decem¬ 
ber and Britain’s home 
secretary called for new 
action to fight anti-Sem¬ 
itism in the wake of the 
Paris attacks.

Pope draws 6 million to 
massive Mass in Manila 



Record figure. Francis

A crowd estimated at a record 
six million people by officials 
poured into Manila’s rain- 
soaked streets and its biggest 
park Sunday as Pope Francis 
ended his Asian pilgrimage 
with an appeal for Filipinos to 
protect their young from sin 
and vice so they can instead be¬ 
come missionaries of the faith. 

The crowd estimate, which 
could not be independently 
verified, included people who 
attended the pope’s final Mass 
in Rizal Park and surrounding 
areas, and lined his motorcade 
route, said the chairman of the 
Metropolitan Manila Develop¬ 
ment Authority, Francis Tolen- 
tino. 

The Vatican spokesman, 
the Rev. Federico Lombardi, 


said the Vatican had received 
the figure officially from local 
authorities and that it was a 
record, surpassing the five mil¬ 
lion who turned out for St. John 
Paul II’s final Mass in the same 
park in 1995. 

Francis dedicated the final 
homily of his week-long Asia 
trip, which began in Sri Lanka, 
to children, given that the Mass 
fell on an important feast day 
honouring the infant Jesus. His 
focus was a reflection of the 
importance that the Vatican 
places on Asia as the future 
of the church since it’s one of 
the few places where Catholic 
numbers are growing — and 
on the Philippines as the largest 
Catholic nation in the region. 

“We need to see each child 
as a gift to be welcomed, cher¬ 
ished and protected,” Francis 
said in his homily. “And we 
need to care for our young 
people, not allowing them to 
be robbed of hope and con¬ 
demned to a life on the streets.”

Irish Cabinet member 
tells nation he’s gay 


A senior Cabinet minister in 
Ireland says he’s gay, becom¬ 
ing the first openly homosex¬ 
ual government figure in the 
history of the traditionally 
conservative Catholic coun- 
try. 

Sunday’s announcement 
on state radio by Health 
Minister Leo Varadlcar re¬ 
ceived widespread praise for 


its straightforward honesty. 
Analysts said his decision 
was likely to be viewed with 
hindsight as a landmark of 
social change in a country 
that, until 1993, outlawed 
homosexual acts. 

Varadlcar said he decided 
to declare his sexuality in ad¬ 
vance of government moves 
this year to advance gay 


rights. These include plans to 
legalize gay marriage, permit 
homosexual men to donate 
blood, and create greater 
parenthood rights for gays in 
surrogate-pregnancy cases. 
He said May’s constitutional 
referendum on gay marriage, 
in particular, got him think¬ 
ing about going public.

Black Congress members 
push for federal reform 


Leading black members of Con¬ 
gress took to a church pulpit in 
Ferguson, Missouri, on Sunday 
to trace a direct link from slain 
civil rights leader Martin Luther 
King Jr.’s legacy to the fight for 
criminal justice reform after 
recent fatal police shootings 
across the U.S. 

Rep. William Lacy Clay 
Jr. spoke to parishioners at 
Wellspring United Methodist 
Church, just blocks from where 
violent protests broke out after 
a white Ferguson police officer 


shot an unarmed black man, 
18-year-old Michael Brown, 
and again after a grand juiy de¬ 
clined to indict the officer. 

“We need to be outraged 
when local law enforcement 
and the justice system repeat¬ 
edly allow young, unarmed 
black men to encounter police 
and then wind up dead with 
no consequences,” the St. Louis 
Democrat said. “Not just in Fer¬ 
guson, but over and over again 
across this country.” 

Clay sharply criticized St. 


Louis County Prosecutor Bob 
McCulloch’s handling of the 
grand juiy that investigated 
Brown’s shooting. He cited an 
anonymous juiy member’s law¬ 
suit seeking to publicly speak 
out about Sie grand juiy pro¬ 
ceedings, which aren’t public. 
He also noted legal and eth¬ 
ical complaints filed over the 
prosecutor’s actions, including 
allowing witnesses whose testi¬ 
mony had been discredited to 
testify before the grand juiy.

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Mysterious kidney disease 
kills thousands in Sri Lanka 



World health. Doctors 
and researchers are 
still baffled more than 
two decades after 
people started dying in 
farming communities 


V.G. Karunawathie isn’t hungry 
for breakfast. She rarely is these 
days, but she forces herself to 
choke down a few bites of rice, 
dried fish and a coconut mix. 

The doctors say it’s better to 
have something in her stomach 
before the four-hour dialysis 
treatments. She’s going for her 
second session of the week. Her 
fingers and toes are fat with 
fluid, and her spongy arms feel 
like water balloons. 

Karunawathie is only 40, 
but she is dying, and no one 
knows why. Her kidneys have 
stopped working, and now 
she’s kept alive by a pump that 


filters waste from her blood. 

The cause of her disease, 
which affects up to 400,000 
people in Sri Lanka’s rice bas¬ 
ket, has baffled doctors and 
researchers for two decades. 
Even the World Health Or¬ 


ganization hasn’t been able 
to pinpoint what’s killing as 
many as 10 people a month in 
Karunawathie’s village. 

The disease mirrors equal¬ 
ly confounding conditions 
plaguing thousands of farm¬ 


workers in parts of India, Egypt 
and Central America. Suspect¬ 
ed causes include chronic de¬ 
hydration and the heavy use, 
and misuse, of agrochemicals 
— among the heaviest in the 
world. 


No single cause has been 
identified, but theories abound. 
Many believe a combination of 
factors could be at play — from 
toxic algae and hard ground 
water to heavy metal exposure 
and fluoride in drinking water. 

Karunawathie understands 
more about this chronic kidney 
disease than anyone should. It 
killed her father, mother and 
five brothers. Three other sib¬ 
lings have been sickened. 

As the youngest of a dozen 
children, she was diagnosed 12 
years ago. She’s been told to 
stop eating fish and lotus root 
and to swap her aluminum 
pots and pans for clay utensils. 

She’s heard arsenic is to 
blame, along with cadmium, 
lead and even home-brewed 
alcohol. Like most, she believes 
there’s something in the water. 
But she has long given up try¬ 
ing to determine the source. 
Instead, she lives day to day at 
the mercy of a machine.

Weed killer 


Although the death rate 
has climbed to as many as 
20,000, the source continues 
to baffle. 

The latest research blames 
glyphosate, the country's top 
weed killer, known world¬ 
wide as Roundup. 

That hypothesis, published 
in a little-known journal 
last February, suggests the 
agrochemical, introduced by 
U.S.-based Monsanto, forms 
a bond with heavy metals 
in food and drinking water 
that eventually destroys 
the kidneys. Glyphosate 
has been detected by the 
WHO in 65 per cent of those 
sickened by the disease. 

Although the theory has 
never been proven and 
Monsanto dismisses it, 
a minister announced in 
March that after seeing 
the report, then-President 
Mahinda Rajapaksa decided 
to ban the herbicide. The 
order was never enforced 
following industry protests 
and the chemical wasn’t 
outlawed until last month. 
Despite the law, glyphosate 
is still being sold. 
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Dating site’s legal battle 
with ex-employee ends

The legal battle between a Can¬ 
adian dating site for married 
people seeking affairs and a 
former employee who claimed 
she was injured typing up fake 
profiles has come to an end. 

A lawsuit and countersuit 
between the Toronto-based 
Ashley Madison website and 
Doriana Silva have been dis¬ 
missed without costs by the 
Ontario Superior Court. 

The parties agreed to the 
move after the court threat¬ 
ened to dismiss the suits with 
costs, noting the cases still 
hadn’t been placed on a trial 
list more than two years after 
the initial lawsuit was filed. 

Avi Weisman, vice- 
president and general counsel 
for Ashley Madison’s parent 
company Avid Life Media, says 
the company is “veiy pleased 
with the outcome.” 

The dispute began when 
Silva — who came to Toronto 
from Brazil — sued her former 
employer in 2012, alleging she 
seriously hurt her wrists and 
forearms typing up 1,000 “fake 
female profiles” over a few 
weeks for a new Portuguese- 
language version of the site. 

She sought $20 million for 
what she called the company’s 


“unjust enrichment” at her ex¬ 
pense. 

In her claim, Silva said the 
profiles were meant to lure 
unsuspecting men to join the 
site. 

Ashley Madison denied the 
allegations and slapped her 
with a countersuit, claiming 
she kept confidential docu¬ 
ments, including copies of her 
“work product and training 
materials.” 

The countersuit sought to 
retrieve the documents and 
obtain $100,000 in damages 
plus legal costs. The company 
also argued that the nature 


of what Silva typed was irrel¬ 
evant and simply thrown in to 
tarnish the company’s reputa¬ 
tion. 

Silva claimed she was led 
to believe writing the profiles 
was common in the online 
dating industry and would 
have otherwise refused. She 
also claimed she made her su¬ 
periors aware of her injuries, 
which she said were ignored. 

In the company’s statement 
of defence, Ashley Madison 
said Silva only mentioned her 
injuries following the end of 
her probation period, at which 
point she was given time off.

Aggressive moves by U.S. retail¬ 
ers to win over Canadian online 
shoppers with perks such as 
price-matching and free ship¬ 
ping might be just what Can¬ 
adian stores need to sharpen 
their e-commerce offerings. 

“I think (Canadian) retailers 
have been complacent — until 
now. (But) things are changing 
with the influx of U.S. competi¬ 
tion,” says retail analyst Doug 
Stephens. 

Stephens said pressure is 
building for established retail¬ 
ers such as Hudson’s Bay Co. 
and Canadian Tire to beef up 
their online presence. The 
experience companies like 
Amazon and Walmart have in 
e-commerce, as well as the 
speed online-shopping technol¬ 
ogy is evolving, puts Canadian 
retailers at a disadvantage. 

Retailers have also been 
held back by legacy computer 
systems, said Sally Seston, 
founder of Retail Categoiy Con¬ 
sultants. 

“It’s a huge expense to make 
that leap into the technology, 
to be in the position of where 
you need to be to add these ser-

vices,” she said. 

She suggests the goal for 
Canadian retailers may not be 
to mirror the U.S., but rather, 
countries in Europe or even 
Australia that have similar dis¬ 
tribution challenges, including 
in-store deliveiy or pickup at 
lockers available after hours. 

Canadian Tire seems to be 
taking this route, as customers 
are allowed to pick up items 
in-store, but the company said 
e-commerce won’t be a mean¬ 
ingful part of its business until 
2017. 

Hudson’s Bay executive 
chairman Richard Baker em¬ 
phasized the importance of 
digital sales. The company’s 
hope is to have digital sales ac¬ 
count for 20 per cent of overall 
sales within the next five years. 
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Pressure is building for established retailers such Canadian Tire to beef up their

CRA considering online web source 


The Canada Revenue Agency 
wants to set the record 
straight when journalists fail 
to include its upbeat take in 
their stories. 

A new document shows 
the CRA is considering a 
web page to post rebuttals 
to media coverage it doesn’t 
like, and canned responses to 
popular questions. Officials 


pitched the idea to CRA com¬ 
missioner Andrew Treusch in 
an August 2014 memo. 

“The purpose of this 
briefing note is to follow up 
on a discussion with your 
office of actions that might 
be taken to get our positive 
messaging out in instances 
where media coverage does 
not reflect the content we 


have provided,” it says. 

The Canadian Press ob¬ 
tained a copy of the memo 
under the Access to Informa¬ 
tion Act. 

The document weighed 
the pros and cons of the idea. 
The agency sees the advan¬ 
tage of putting out facts and 
data. On the other hand, it 
wants to avoid scooping jour¬ 


nalists by posting responses 
to their questions on its web¬ 
site before their stories are 
published. 

Agency officials recom¬ 
mended going forward with 
the plan, but as of Sunday 
the section is still under con¬ 
sideration and has not ap¬ 
peared online.

ARE UBER DRIVERS GETTING THE FULL PICTURE? 

In part two of a three-part series on the cab-company disruptor, Omar Mouaiiem takes a look at the view from the driver’s seat

How many bandit taxis have been fined since 
the city vowed to crack down on them last 
month? Administrators governing the Vehicle 
for Hire bylaw have been hush. Uber Canada, 
its obvious target, won’t say But two UberX 
drivers (the unlicensed service in question) 
told me neither they nor any drivers they know 
have received a single promised $1,400 fine. 

Considering there are rarely more than five 
UberX cars available at a time, and how easy it 
would be for city officials to sting them (pose as 
customers, request rides, ticket upon arrival, re¬ 
peat as necessary), are these idle threats? 

Suppose they’re not. Uber, valued at $41 bil¬ 
lion, would pay the bill. That’s one reason Nel¬ 
son Sanchez likes his new part-time job. 


By day, he helps cognitively disabled adults 
in a group home. By night, he’s an outlaw. “I 
was a little worried when I started because I 
didn’t know how on the ball they were going to 
be,” says Sanchez, who picked up in under five 
minutes on the busiest day of the year, New 
Year’s morning. “But they’ve been very respon¬ 
sive and treat their drivers very, very well.” 

He loves that it’s impossible for customers 
to rip him off, since fares charge automatic¬ 
ally to credit card via the app. Should a cus¬ 
tomer damage Sanchez’s personal Toyota Yar- 
ris, Uber reimburses him. His experience con¬ 
vinced his roommate, who is a cabbie, to 
switch to Uber. 

But even as Sanchez extolled the company, 
was he was getting the full picture? 

He was told that customers don’t tip be¬ 
cause gratuity is included in the fare, but 
that’s not true of UberX drivers like himself, 


only the licensed Uber taxis not yet available 
in Edmonton. That’s one reason Uber drivers 
in New York and California have staged pro¬ 
tests. 

Sanchez seems comfortable with having 
only personal insurance, instead of the city- 
regulated commercial insurance, because 
Uber backs him with $5 million of “contin¬ 
gent auto liability insurance covering bodily 
injury and property damage,” according to its 
news release. 

But how valid would that be in court? Con¬ 
sidering the car was being used commercially, 
and to qualify for commercial insurance one 
needs better than a Class 5 licence (and even if 
one does qualify, could they justify the pre¬ 
miums with a casual job?), possibly not valid 
at all. 

It gets greyer. Uber Canada spokesman Xa¬ 
vier Van Chau insists that they’re not employ¬ 


ers but brokers of services. That could include 
legitimized taxis like Yellow Cab, and in some 
cities does, as well as offering uberFresh (food 
deliver) anduberRush (bike couriers). “Driver 
partners are truly independent contractors,” 
he says. But if that were true, drivers could set 
their own pay and gratuity rates. 

Still, murlciness is no reason to toss out the 
possibility of services like Uber. It’s innovated 
a flawed system and returned good customer 
service to an entitled industry that has shown 
little interest in improving its game. 

The City should instead work with Uber to 
find a regulatory framework appropriate for 
all modern vehicles for hire—cabs included. 

The most recent report from administra¬ 
tion suggests they’re uninterested, but some 
pro-Uber councillors are prepared to debate 
the matter Tuesday.

Digital trends. Videos 
of Evan Fong playing 
games and chatting 
with friends now have 
ll million subscribers 
and earn him about 
$ 360,000 per month 


Twenty-two-year-old Toronto 
native Evan Fong is about to 
crack the Top 25 list for the 
most YouTube subscribers, 
passing Ellen DeGeneres and 
Justin Bieber. And he’ll do it 
by playing video games. 

Approaching 11 million 
subscribers and 2 billion 
views, Fong’s YouTube chan¬ 
nel VanossGaming is part of 
a massive trend: a subculture 


of young people who are tun¬ 
ing out of TV and instead go¬ 
ing online to watch people 
play video games and chat. 

A source with know¬ 
ledge of YouTube’s payment 
structure estimated Fong is 
making about $360,000 per 
month.

In a typical video, Fong 
and a group of friends chat, 
laugh and make jokes over 
gameplay, from popular titles 
such as Grand Theft Auto V or 
Call of Duty: World at War. 

Fong, who dropped out of 
university in his second year 
as his YouTube channel began 
exploding in popularity, says 
he never expected to get paid 
to play video games. 

He launched his chan¬ 
nel in 2011 but didn’t spend 
much time on it at first. He 
was focused on playing jun¬ 
ior hockey and chasing a U.S. 
scholarship. 

“In the early days, I re¬ 
member maybe 1,000 views 
was something that would 
be off the charts for me,” he 
recalls. “It took, I would say, 
about a good year and a half 
(to start becoming popular). 
It started really slow and I 
didn’t take it really seriously. 
It wasn’t something that I 
strived to do to the best of my 
ability like I do now.” 

When his hockey dreams 
didn’t pan out he went to 
school full time. His parents 


were understandably con¬ 
cerned as his YouTube chan¬ 
nel stole more and more time 
from his university studies. 

“It was something they 
weren’t always fully support¬ 
ive of. Even though there’s a 
lot of potential for somebody 
starting a YouTube channel 
it’s obviously not a guaran¬ 
teed path. They just basically 
wanted to make sure I was 
still taking school seriously. 

“But I was veiy conserva¬ 
tive. I never wanted to stop 
university and risk that op¬ 
portunity. So what I did was, 
I made sure I was successful 
enough on YouTube before 
I (dropped out). I probably 
stopped school a lot later 
than most full-time You- 
Tubers did.” 

Although his channel’s 
growth is still meteoric, Fong 
is level-headed enough to 
know it could stall, or crash, 
at any time. 

“Anything on the Internet 
can blow up and go away,” he 
says. “You’re only as good as 
your last video on YouTube.”

Mark Zuclcerberg has made 
his next book club pick a re¬ 
lease he considers especially 
timely after the recent terror¬ 
ist attacks in Paris. 

The Facebook CEO an¬ 
nounced Saturday he would 
take on Steven Pinker’s The 
Better Angels of Our Nature, 
a widely discussed and occa¬ 
sionally criticized 2011 book 
that contends violence has de¬ 
creased in modern times and 
the world has become more 
humane. Zuclcerberg posted 
the news on his Facebook 
page and on a community 
page he set up for his club, A 
Year of Books. 

“Recent events might 
make it seem like violence 
and terrorism are more com¬ 
mon than ever, so it’s worth 
understanding that all vio¬ 
lence — even terrorism — is 
actually decreasing over time. 
If we understand how we 
are achieving this, we can 
continue our path towards 
peace,” Zuclcerberg wrote. 
“A few people I trust have 
told me this is the best book 
they’ve ever read.” 

Among the book’s admir¬ 
ers is Microsoft founder Bill 
Gates, who has called it his 
“favourite book of the last 
decade” and “a long but pro¬ 
found look at the reduction in

violence and discrimination 
over time.” 

Two weeks ago, Zuclcer- 
berg declared he would read 
a new book eveiy other week 
in 2015, and he invited his 
millions of Facebook friends 
to join him and participate 
in an online discussion. His 
first choice, Moises Naim’s 
The End of Power, quickly be¬ 
came a bestseller on Amazon, 
com and elsewhere. But only 
162 comments appear for last 
week’s book club chat held on 
the community page, which 
has more than 260,000 likes. 

Pinker, 60, is a leading 
psychologist, linguist and cog¬ 
nitive scientist who teaches 
at Harvard University and has 
written several popular books, 
two of which, The Blank Slate 
and How the Mind Works, 
were finalists for the Pulitzer

There’s agent Dana Scully of 
The X-Files and Blanche Du¬ 
bois in A Streetcar Named 
Desire. Also Lily Bart in The 
House of Mirth, with a little 
Bedelia du Maurier, aka, Han¬ 
nibal Lecter’s shrink, thrown 
in. 

Of all the period costumes 
and unraveling of twisted 
psyches that Gillian Ander¬ 
son has taken on, she likes 
her Stella Gibson the most. 
Gibson being the enigmatic 
detective superintendent 
sent from London to North¬ 
ern Ireland on the critically 
acclaimed serial-killer series 
The Fall, a.lc.a. the thing Ja¬ 
mie Dornan finds himself in 
the middle of as Fifty Shades 
of Grey madness begins to 
take a tighter hold. 

Anderson had little to 
say about Dornan in a re¬ 
cent interview, begging 
off because the two didn’t 
physically work with each 
other on The Fall during the 
first season. They do a little 
the second time around as 
Dornan’s woman-killer, ex¬ 
family man Paul Spector, goes 
on the run. 

Netflix drops the second 
season of the taut, Belfast-set 
drama Friday. 

“Jamie Dornan wasn’t Mr. 
Fifty Shades of Grey” when 
the slow-paced, cat-and- 
mouse show began on Irish 
television and the BBC, An¬ 
derson said. “Jamie Dornan 
was cast after having done 
very little, and we cast him 
before Fifty Shades of Grey, so 
that’s what our starting point 
was. This was a fresh face of 
somebody who was clearly a 
veiy good actor.” 



The 46-year-old Anderson, 
who has won awards for both 
stage and screen work, owes 
her early success to Scully, but 
considers Gibson the most in¬ 
teresting on her resume, with 
little-to-no baclcstory provid¬ 
ed for the character during 
the first five-episode season. 

“The script for The Fall 
was veiy different than any¬ 
thing I’ve read before, and I 
felt that Stella was about as 
complex a character as I ever 
encountered,” she said. 

“That appeals to me. Even 
after the second season, after 
we do get hints here and 
there, maybe bits of her past, 
you’re still asking the ques¬ 
tion who is she and what 
makes her tick?” 


One thing that keeps Gib¬ 
son going is lap swimming. 
Anderson hit the pool herself 
the first season but required 
a body double for the second. 

“I don’t generally enjoy 
it,” Anderson said of Gibson’s 
pool obsession. “But the day 
that we shot all those scenes 
I thought this is OK, I like 
this. I could maybe do this on 
a regular basis, and then be¬ 
tween that point and the time 


that we shot 
the second sea¬ 
son I developed 
what’s called a fro¬ 
zen shoulder.” 

As for how 
television’s female 
crime fighters have A 
changed over the ’ 
years since the 
X-Files debuted, 
Anderson doesn’t 
really know. “I

don’t watch TV myself,” she 
said. “I seriously don’t know 
how people find the time. ...

This underworld drama 
boasts the final major 
screen performance by 
James Gandolfini, who 
died in 2013. He’s spot-on 
as Marv, the owner of the 
seedy Brooklyn bar where 
the film’s title happens 
on a regular basis: fat 
envelopes of gangster 
loot are slid into a safe 
beneath the beer taps. 

But it’s not Gandolfini 
who defines this slight 
yet compelling English- 
language debut by 
Belgian director Michael 
R. Roskam. That honour 
goes to Tom Hardy, a 
fabulous chameleon who 
almost vanishes beneath 
the worried brow of Bob, 
The Drop’s narrator and 
protagonist. When Bob 
discovers an abused and 
injured pit bull, he also 
finds a mysteiy woman 
named Nadia (Noomi Ra¬ 
pace), who at first tries to 
keep her distance.

Once you start keeping track 
of where your money goes 
using a spending journal, you 
will be surprised at how often 
you buy coffee, gum, a mid- 
afternoon snack. You will be 
astonished at how often you 
go into shoe stores, tool stores 
and restaurants. Your spending 
journal will make you aware of 
where your money is going. 

If you don’t want to change 
how you’re managing your 
money, you also probably 
don’t care about how not 
paying attention affects you. 
Hey, enjoy your life. Just don’t 
whine if down the road things 
don’t turn out as you thought 
they would. You know the say¬ 
ing: “Insanity is doing the same 
thing over and over again and 
expecting different results.” 

If you’re determined to 
know what you’re doing with 
your money, regardless of how 
uncomfortable it makes you 
initially, get yourself a note¬ 
book and a pen. That’s your 
spending journal. No fancy 
app required. No special tools 
needed.

Slip¬ 
ping the cash into your pocket 
and spending it willy-nilly is 
cheating. 

If you’ve been unconscious 
about your money for quite 
some time, it’s likely going to 
take a bit of time to develop 


some new habits. Don’t get 
impatient with yourself. Im¬ 
patience will only distract you 
from the task at hand. You 
have, after all, a lot to learn. 

You have to: 

• distinguish between “needs” 
and “wants;” 

• communicate with your 
friends and family about your 
new awakening and the chan¬ 
ges you’ll be making; 

• recognize the impact mar¬ 
keting and advertising has 
on you, and resolve not to be 
influenced; 

• create a balanced budget and 
track your expenses on a daily 
or weekly basis; 

• recognize the importance of 
saving both for emergencies 
and for the long term; 

• do the hard work it will take 
to come up with a debt repay¬ 
ment plan and then execute 
that plan; 


• learn to not only see today’s 
immediate needs, but plan for 
things you will need and want 
in the ftiture;

Network, network, network 

It may sound obvious, but 
the importance of network¬ 
ing cannot be overstated. This 
especially holds true for mil¬ 
lennials — many of whom are 
opting for the freelance life as 
opposed to traditional 9-to-5s. 


(According to a 2013 Millen¬ 
nial Branding report, nearly 
half of all millennials value 
workplace flexibility over pay.) 
The truth is that freelancing/ 
consulting/whatever you want 
to call it is a fast-growing trend 
among Gen Y-ers. 

“I think the economy has 
changed, particularly since 
the Great Recession, and it’s 
harder to get a full-time job 


with benefits,” says Poliak. “I 
also think a lot of millennials 
aren’t as attracted to full-time, 
paid employment. They’re in¬ 
terested in side gigs, freelan¬ 
cing, and entrepreneurship in 
addition to, or instead of, what 
we’ve considered traditional 
employment.” 

If you’re even partially self- 
employed, which many millen¬ 
nials are, networking is critical 


to drumming up business. 

Poliak says becoming active 
in professional associations 
and alumni groups can open 
the door for establishing new 
contacts. 

Seek creative leadership roles 

Millennials are a confident 
bunch. According to Poliak, 
most members of this genera¬ 
tion are itching to move up the 


ladder — sometimes way fast¬ 
er than their companies are 
willing (or able) to promote 
them. One 2014 millennial 
leadership survey from The 
Hartford found that 83 per 
cent of millennials already 
feel like leaders, whether 
they’re in leadership positions 
or not. 

If you’re currently em¬ 
ployed within a company, Pol¬ 
iak advises getting as involved 
as you can. “It’s no longer 
enough to just put your head 
down and do the work,” she 


says. “You’ve also got to go 
to meetings, sign up for men¬ 
toring, join an internal net¬ 
work within your company, 
and volunteer for projects and 
internal assignments.” 

Be sure to look for leader¬ 
ship roles outside of your 
company as well.

Seahawks overcome

The loudest stadium in Amer¬ 
ica was silent. A return trip to 
the Super Bowl was slipping 
away. 

Time for the Seattle Sea- 
hawks to show why they are 
champions. 

“You have the belief these 
guys have in one another, there 
is nothing you can’t do,” coach 
Pete Carroll said after an im¬ 
plausible comeback for a 28-22 
victoiy over Green Bay in the 
NFC championship game Sun¬ 
day. 

Plagued by turnovers and 
outplayed much of the day, the 
Seahawks staged a stunning 
rally built on resilience. Russell 
Wilson, who struggled until 
the final minutes, hit Jermaine 
Kearse for a 35-yard touchdown 
3:19 into the extra period to 
win it. 

The Seahawks became the 
first defending champion to 
make the Super Bowl in 10 
years, and will play the AFC 
champion New England Patri¬ 
ots, who routed Indianapolis 
45-7. How Seattle got there was 
stunning. 

“The will and the drive of 
these men is unbelievable,” 
Wilson said. “We always find a 
way to finish.” 

Seattle (14-4) trailed 19-7 
with about four minutes re¬ 
maining and had been ineffect¬ 
ive on offence all game. Wilson 
finally put a drive together with

passes to Doug Baldwin and 
Marshawn Lynch — initially 
ruled a touchdown but called 
back because he stepped out of 
bounds. Wilson finished with a 
one-yard scoring run to cut the 
lead to 19-14 with 2:09 left. 

The onside kick went high 
to Packers tight end Brandon 
Bostick, but he couldn’t gather 
it, and Seattle’s Chris Matthews 
recovered at the 50. The crowd, 


quiet since Seattle fell behind 
16-0, came alive, and Lynch 
sped and powered his way to 
a 24-yard TD run. On the two- 
point conversion, Wilson — 
about to be sacked — threw 
a desperate pass hauled in by 
Luke Willson to make it 22-19 
with 1:25 remaining. 

Aaron Rodgers, limping 
on an injured caff, calmly led 
the Packers (13-5) downfield 
to set up Mason Crosby’s fifth 
field goal, a 48-yarder with 14 
seconds to go to force overtime. 

Then Wilson and Kearse 
struck, with Kearse — the 
target on all four of Wilson’s 
interceptions — beating Tra- 
mon Williams on the win¬ 
ning pass. Kearse has also 
caught the winning score in 
last year’s conference title win
